n the one day of the year meant 
cjiizens—and it appeared as 
tnough all citizens were gathered at 
the cemetery to hear Judge C. S. 
Cutting tieliver as fine a Memorial 
^ay address as was ever given upon 
those grounds. 
Mr. Cutting is a believer in peace, 
but he likewise believes that a head 
of a family should always have a 
strong right arm to defend its sov­ 
ereignty. 
While his words did not 
.have any warlike tones, his talk 
>med with ^ preparedness if war 
comes. Coercion to prevent war is an 
absurdity; human nature is no dif­ 
ferent today than it always has been; 
It IS perv’erted patriotism when a man 
or woman says that he or she would 
rather that a foreign country possess 
this soil than that one of our young 
men ^ injured; wars will come until 
the whole world accepts the teachings 
of the Great Ruler; these are some of 
the points made by the ujdge. 
His 
talk was of short duration, but every 
sentence was worth hearing. 
The other numbers of the program 
were appropriate. 
A male quariette 
sang twice, the school children ren­ 
dered two patriotic songs, Rev. Voeks 
spoke for the unknown dead, the fir­ 
ing squad^ gave their gun salute and 
the Boy Scout band several numbers. 
President R. L. Peck of the Memorial 
s Association, presided. 
The program at the German ceme­ 
tery was also one of beauty and im­ 
pressiveness, being in charge of the 
American , Legion, 
who 
used 
the 
ritual ceremony. Wm. Maier presid­ 
ed. H. Aspinwall gave a reading and 
the Auxiliary impressively decorated 
the graves. 
No greater lesson in flag honor 
could have been taught those score of 
school children and their elders too, 
than the ceremonial lowering of the 
colors at the flag pole following the 
day exercises by the American Le­ 
gion. As bugle sounded retreat the na- 
came^lawn the flag staff, 
where they were met by four pairs of 
hands, who reverently folded it away 
according to army regulations. 
All in all it was an ideal Memorial 
Day, one of the best Palatine has ever 
seen. 
The new Palatine co-operative 
spirit was in evidence in many ways 
throughout the day.

Fos- 
kett were not able to attend the ex­ 
ercises. The other three are, Mr. A. 
Kimmet, Mr. W. Sieburg rfnd Mr. Pol­ 
lard, who occupied places of honor in 
the parade. The fourth man in civil ! 
w’ar uniform, was M. Umbdenstock of 
Long Grove, who was just as welcome. 
Palatine people missed the presence 
of Mr. A. R. Baldwin, who is too fee­ 
ble condition to attend apy of the Me­ 
morial services this year.

Many peoxde probably take it for 
granted that civil war veteran Pollard, 
father of Mrs. W. P. Gorsline, lost 
his arm in that war. He came out 
of the dvil war writhout a scratch, but 
when taking part in a sham battle 
in 1883 a cannon that he was loading, 
fired prematurely and as he could not 
hold onto the ramrode, he lost his 
arm. 
In mentioning the organizations in 
the parade, the Camp Fire Girls and 
the Blue Birds should not be over* 
looked. They looked very pretty wdth 
their sashes and white dresses. The 
members of these two organizations 
are as patriotic and as loyal to their 
home community as any organization 
in Palatine. 
Upon hearing of the 
public library drive, they promptly 
subscribed $10 and $5 respectively to< 
that fund. Those few dollars means 
a good deal to their treasury, but 
they gave it gladly. The boy scouts 
wei:e a close second, they contributing 
$25 to that fund, which all but de­ 
pleted their treasury. Those boys do 
not believe in asking others to do 
something that they are not wdlling 
to do themselves.

C3iic&go.—There fs a bonfire In tbe 
United States, a blazing pyre fed by 
frame cottages and brick factories, by 
forests and farm crops, by ships and 
au tomobiles. 
Every minu te, year In 
and year ou t, $1,000 Is thrown Into 
this fire. 
Every half boor, day after 
day, a man, woman or child Is cast 
Into tbe flames. 
There Is no su ch bonfire In reality, 
bu t the pictu re of tbe blaze fed by 
money and by hu man beings repre­ 
sents the actu al toll of fire In Amer­ 
ica each year as It was expressed at 
the 27th annu al meeting of the Na­ 
tional Fire Protective association In 
convention at the Drake hotel. 
15, 000 LIvet Yearly Toll. 
“The tragedy of the whole thing 
la 
that 80 per cent of these fires are pre­ 
ventable,” said H. O. Lacou nt of Bos­ 
ton, 
president 
of 
the association. 
“Carelessness is tbe thief that Is steal­ 
ing $1.70 ou t of every $1,000 of the 
nation’s wealth throu gh the annu al 
fire loss of $500,000,000. Carelessness 
Is the assassin who annu ally cau ses 
the death of 15,(X)0 persons throu gh 
fire accidents In this cou ntry.“ 
The smoker who heedlessly drops 
his pipe or cigarette ash Into a waste 
basket and the person who thou ght­ 
lessly tosses n glowing match Into a 
pile of waste are the ones who start 
most of the fires. 
Next In order of 
responsibility come defective chim­ 
neys and flu es—proper cleaning or a 
trowel fu ll of plaster wou ld prevent 
nearly all of these fires. 
Du stless mops and electric flatlronA 
the latter left going while the hou se 
wife answers the front door, represent 
the two classes of fire cau ses which 
ru n a close race for third place- 
electrical installations and spontaneou s 
combu stion. 
Assails School Conditions. 
“Lack of proper exits, proper fire 
drill and su fficient fire fighting ap­ 
paratu s endanger 90 per cent of ou r 


school children,“ declared R. S. Mou l­ 
ton, member of the Safety to Life 
committee which made Its report re­ 
cently.

personnel Is the main consideration In

the maintenance of the 5-5-3 naval ra­ 
tio of the Washington treaty. 
It Is estimated that 60,000 of the 86,- 
000 provided by law will be du e to re­ 
tire at the expiration of their terms of 
enlistment, while the navy will be 
lu cky to get 40 per cent of these to re- 
enlist. 
This constant tu rnover from 
year to year Is regarded as the weak 
featu re of the fleet. 
Lonqer Enlistment Periods. 
In stressing the problem In its rela­ 
tion to personal efficiency naval experts 
point ou t that the British enlistment 
term Is twelve years, while the Japa­ 
nese term Is ten years, thu s assu ring 
these cou ntries a permanent personnel 
of trained men which the United 
States cannot hope to have at the rate 
of the present yearly tu rnover. 
Doing away with the war enlistment 
periods of two years and three years 
and going back to the fou r-year period 
will help to some extent, bu t even at 
that it Is estimated that. In order 
have a personnel su fficient to maintai 
the efficiency ratio of the 5-,">-3 treaty, 
the United States shou ld allow Itself at 
all times a larger personnel than Grea; 
Britain has. while at the present th 
total British personnel Is 20.0i)0 med 
greater than of the United States. 
Not Enough Radio Men. 
Tbe constant tu rnover Is particu larly 
felt in the bigger and more technical 
phases of navni work.^ As an example 
of this It Is pointed ou t that the navy 
today is u nable to maintain anything 
like the requ isite qu ota of radio teleg­ 
raphers, althou gh radio comiiiu nlra- 
tlon Is the very nene center of naval 
j operations.

RUSSIA IS NOW FACING 
BIG SURPLUS OF GRAIN 
«>■ 


Districts Starving Year Ago Now 
Swamped With Wheat 


Moscow.—Too mu ch bread promises 
to be Ru ssia’s dilemma In 1923. 
From 1917 u ntil 1922 bread was the 
most preciou s thing in Ru ssia. A farm­ 
er cou ld tru dge into Moscow with a 
small sack of grain and trade it for a 
grand piano or anything which the 
hu ngry city dwellers had to offer. Now 
the same peasant cou ld walk from one 
end of Ru ssia to the other and, except­ 
ing in a few Isolated famine districts, 
cou ld not get a jackknlfe for the same 
sack of grain. 
If the harvest of this year tu rns ou t 
as expected, Ru ssia will have a su rplu s 
of grain which cou ld be sold abroad. 
From a cou ntry which less than 18 
months ago was clamoring for cru sts, 
Ru ssia has changed into a nation which 


promises within a few months to be 
swamped with wheat and rye. 
At Saratof, near certain commu nes 
that have been listed 
as famine- 
stricken, rye flou r, the staple of bread, 
is qu oted at less than 25 cents a pood, 
which is 36 pou nds. 
At JSarnara, the 
district where even cannibalism oc­ 
cu rred among the starving a year ago, 
rye goes begging at less than 49 cents 
a bu shel. In Moscow, transportation 
costs have made prices somewhat 
higher, almost dou ble the reigning 
price in the great produ cing regions. 
Siberia, once the granary from which 
wheat pou red into western Eu rope, did 
not fare so well In last year’s harvest, 
and there prices are higher, bu t in 
Odessa and at Kieff, In the sou thern 
wheat belt, recent official qu otations 
show’ wheat costing u nder 70 cents a 
bu shel. 
The soviet government, throu gh the 
collection of taxes, has rolled u p a 


grain reserve amou nting to nearly 200,- 
000,000 bu shels. Some of this is neeil- 
ed to feed the army, bu t as for the 


I bu lk of the grain, u nless It can be ex­ 
ported, the government does not know 
what to do w’lth it.

Keeping Soldier in 
Irons Is Abolished 
London.—Lieu t. Col. Walter Gu in 
ness annou nced In the hou se of com­ 
mons recently that the army cou ncil 
has decided to abolish field pu nish­ 
ment No. 1. 
Ck)rporal pu nishment In the army 
was abolished in peace time In 1868 
for the reason that some commanding 
officers were discovered to be intro­ 
du cing many Illegal pu nishments to 
avoid having to resort to the lash. 
Then, In 1881, flogging was finally 
done away with, and two forms of field 
pu nishment, known as No. 1 and No. 
2, were Introdu ced, it having been 
fou nd necessary to employ some fprm 
of pu nishment In the field which 
shou ld cau se the offender no inju ry 
and which shou ld not prevent tlie 
performance of his active military 
du ties. 
Under field pu nishment No. 1 the 
offender cou ld be kept In Irons—fet­ 
ters, or handcu ffs, or both—and at­ 
tached for certain clearly lald-down 
periods of time to a fixed object. He 


cou ld be su bjected to any labor, em­ 
ployment, or restraint as thou gh he 
had been sentenced to Imprisonment. 
Field pu nishment No. 2 was precisely 
similar, except that the offender cou ld 
not be attached to a fixed object.

EXPECT BIG CROPS 


Conditions In Western Canada 
Please Farmers. 


Bwdlng Ha t Been Begun Ea Hler Tha n 
for Ma ny Yea rs, a nd Soli la 
in Perfect Sha pe. 


With weather eonditiona highly fa­ 
vorable, the farmers of Western Can­ 
ada, with the exception probably of 
a porUon of Manitoba, have completed 
seeding from ten to fifteen days earlier 
than for some years pasL 
In some 
parts of Manitoba there were floods 
which delayed seeding, bu t they hava 
abated, and left the land In good shape 
for qu ick work and speedy germina­ 
tion. In Saskatchewan soil conditions 
for seeding were never better. With a 
generou s qu antity of snow, which after 
melting left needed moistu re, and an­ 
other snowstorm after seeding was 
finished, there w’as an Ideal condition 
created. 
From ail parts of Alberta 
there came the best of reports as to 
rainfall and snow moistu re, leaving the 
grou nd In the condition requ ired for 
the prospects of a good crop. 
Spring, as In most other parts of the 
continent, was backward, bu t notwith- 
s ta n ^ g this, as has been said, farmers 
were able to get on the land earlier 
than for some years. In fact, seeding 
was practically commenced abou t the 
12th of April, which to many readers 
may seem remarkable, when It 1s 
known that several hu ndred miles far­ 
ther sou th it was not possible to do 
spring seeding for several days later. 
Reports to hand on the 16th of May 
state that wheat Is u p above the 
grou nd In a great many places, oats 
are being sown, and corn planted. 
Farm labor was scarce for aw’hile, bu t 
the demand has fallen off. ‘ One fea­ 
tu re of the demand for farm help is 
that farmers are now employing help 
by the year, at of cou rse smaller wages 
than those paid for special work. The 
Increasing tendency to employ help by 
the year Is evidence that farmers are 
not relying solely u pon wheat growing, 
bu t are going ou t into other branches, 
su ch as dairying, stock raising, etc. 
The prospects in all pt)rtIons of West­ 
ern Canada were never brighter than 
at present. Information regarding the

Chicago.—There Is a bonfire In the 
United States, a blazing pyre fed by 
frame cottages and brick factories, by 
forests and farm crops, by ships and 
automobiles. 
Every minute, year in 
and year out, $1,000 is thrown into 
this fire. 
Every hulf hour, day after 
day, a man, woman or child is cast 
Into the flames. 
There Is no such bonfire in reality, 
but the picture of the blaze fed by 
money and by human beings repre­ 
sents the actual toil of fire In Amer­ 
ica each year as it was expressed at 
the 27th annual meeting of the Na­ 
tional Fire Protective association In 
convention at the Drake hotel. 
15,000 Lives Yearly Toll. 
“The tragedy of the whole tiling Is 
that 80 per cent of these fires are pre­ 
ventable,” said H. O. Lacount of Bos­ 
ton, 
president 
of 
the 
association. 
“Carelessness is the thief that is steal­ 
ing $1.70 out of every $1,000 of the 
nation’s wealth through the annual 
fire loss of $500,000,000. 
Carelessness 
Is the assassin who annually causes 
the death of 15,000 persons through 
fire accidents in this country.” 
The smoker who heedlessly drops 
his pipe or cigarette ash into a waste 
basket and the person who thought­ 
lessly tosses a glowing match into a 
pile of waste are the ones who start 
most of the fires. 
Next in order of 
responsibility come 
defective chim­ 
neys and flues—proper cleaning or a 
trowel full of plaster would prevent 
nearly all of these fires. 
Dustless mops and electric flatirons, 
the latter left going while the house 
wife answers the front door, represent 
the two classes of fire causes which 
run a close race for third place— 
electrical Installations and spontaneous 
combustion. 
Assails School Conditions. 
“Lack of proper exits, proper fire 
drill and sufficient fire fighting ap­ 
paratus endanger 90 per cent of our 


school children,” declared It. S. Moul­ 
ton, member of the Safety to Life 
committee which made its report re­ 
cently. 
The association seeks Improvement 
of fire laws, establishment of more 
rigid building codes. 
Among other 
things, it protests against use of the 
inflammable motion picture film and 
urges adoption of the slow burning 
film now on the market. 
“Nltro-cellulose film,” read the re­ 
port of the committee on public In­ 
formation,

houses, is being sold and transported 
in lengths of from IO to 200 feet

the maintenance of the 5-5-3 naval ra­ 
tio of the Washington treaty. 
It is estimated that 60,000 of the 86,-

enlist. 
This constant turnover from 
year to year is regarded as the weak 
feature of the fleet. 
Longer Enlistment Periods. 
In stressing the problem in its rela­ 
tion to personal efficiency naval experts 
point out that tile British enlistment 
term Is twelve years, while the Japa­ 
nese term is ten years, thus assuring 
these countries a permanent personnel 
of trained 
men 
which the United 
States cannot hope to have at the rate 
of the present yearly turnover. 
Doing away with the war enlistment 
periods of two years and three years 
and going back to the four-year period 
will help to some extent, but even at 
that it is estimated that, in order tc 
have a personnel sufficient to maintain 
the efficiency ratio of the 5-5-3 treaty, 
the United States should allow Itself at 
all times a larger personnel than Great; 
Britain has. while at the present th 
total British personnel Is 20,000 mei 
greater than of the United States. 
N ot E nough Radio Men. 
The constant turnover is particularly 
felt in the bigger an^ more technical 
phases of naval work. As an example 
of this it is pointed out that the navy 
today is unable to maintain anything 
like the requisite quota of radio teleg­ 
raphers, although radio communica­ 
tion is the very nerve center of naval 
operations. 
It is estimated that there should be 
enough of these to take care not only 
of the fleet but of every shore station 
under the American flag. 
Development of expert gunnery also 
Is severely handicapped by tho same 
situation as regards personnel shifting, 
Down In the fleet it is not at all un 
usual to see officers of a battleship 
throwing dice to decide who shall get 
an electrician newly assigned to duty 
The demand now is that congress 
put some kind of premium on technical 
ability in the navy and allow compel* 
sation which would enable the navy to 
keep this class In the service for a long 
term of years.

Moscow.—Too much bread promises 
to be Russia’s dilemma In 1923. 
From 1917 until 1922 bread was the 
most precious tiling in Russia. A farm­ 
er could trudge into Moscow with a 
small sack of grain and trade it for a 
grand piano or anything which the 
hungry city dwellers had to offer. Now 
the same peasant could walk from one 
end of Russia to the other and, except­ 
ing in a few isolated famine districts, 
could not get a jackknife for the same 
sack of grain. 
If the harvest of this year turns out 
as expected, Russia will have a surplus 
of grain which could be sold abroad. 
From a country which less than 18 
months ago was clamoring for crusts, 
Russia has changed into a nation wdiich 


promises within a few months to be 
swamped with wheat and rye. 
At Saratof, near certain communes 
that 
have been 
listed 
as 
famine- 
stricken, rye flour, the staple of bread. 
is quoted at less than 25 cents a pood, 
which is 36 pounds. 
At Samara, tile 
district where even cannibalism oc­ 
curred among the starving a year ago, 
rye goes begging at less than 40 cents 
a bushel. 
In Moscow, transportation 
costs 
have made 
prices 
somewhat 
higher, 
almost double the reigning 
price in the great producing regions. 
Siberia, once tile granary from which 
wheat poured into w estern Europe, did 
not fare so well in last year’s harvest, 
and there prices are higher, but in 
Odessa and at Kieff, in the southern 


grain reserve amounting to nearly 200, 
000,000 bushels. Some of this Is need 
ed to feed the army, but as for the 
bulk of the grain, unless it can be ex 
ported, the government does not know 
what to do with it.

Conditions in Western Canada 


Please Farmers. 


Seeding Has Been Begun Earlier Than 
for Many Years, and Soil la 
in Perfect Shape. 


With weather conditions highly fa­ 
vorable, the farmers of Western Can­ 
ada, with the exception probably of 
a portion of Manitoba, have completed 
seeding from ten to fifteen days earlier 
than for some years past. 
In some 
parts of Manitoba there were floods 
which delayed seeding, but they have 
abated, and left the land In good shape 
for quick work and speedy germina­ 
tion. 
In Saskatchewan soil conditions 
for seeding were never better. With a 
generous quantity of snow, which after 
melting left needed moisture, and an­ 
other snowstorm after seeding was 
finished, there was an ideal condition 
created. 
From all parts of Alberta 
there came the best of reports as to 
rainfall and snow moisture, leaving the 
ground in the condition required for 
the prospects of a good crop. 
Spring, as in most other parts of the 
continent, was backward, but notwith­ 
standing this, as has been said, farmers 
were able to get on the laud earlier 
than for some years. In fact, seeding 
was practically commenced about the 
12th of April, which to many readers 
may seem remarkable, when it is 
known that several hundred miles far­ 
ther south It was not possible to do 
spring seeding for several days later. 
Reports to hand on the 16th of May 
state that wheat Is up above the 
ground in a great many places, oats 
are being sown, and corn planted. 
Farm labor was scarce for awhile, but 
the demand bas fallen off. 
One fea­ 
ture of the demand for farm help is 
that farmers are now employing help 
by the year, at of course smaller wages 
than those paid for special work. The 
Increasing tendency to employ help by 
the year is evidence that farmers are 
not relying solely upon wheat growing, 
but are going out Into other branches, 
such as dairying, stock raising, etc. 
The prospects in all portions of West­ 
ern Canada were never brighter than 
at present.

Col. Walter Guin 
ness announced in the house of com­ 
mons recently that the army council 
has decided to abolish field punish­ 
ment No. I. 
Corporal punishment In the army 
was abolished in peace time in 1868 
for the reason that some commanding 
officers were discovered to be intro­ 
ducing many Illegal punishments to 
avoid having to resort to the lash. 
Then, In 1881, flogging was finally 
done away with, and two forms of field 
punishment, known as No. I and No. 
2, were introduced, it having been 
found necessary to employ some fprm 
of punishment in the field which 
should cause the offender no injury 
and which should not 
prevent the 
performance of his active military 
duties. 
Under field punishment No. I the 
offender could be kept In irons—fet­ 
ters, or handcuffs, or both—and at­ 
tached for certain clearly laid-down 
periods of time to a fixed object. 
He 


could be subjected to any labor, em­ 
ployment, or restraint as though he 
had been sentenced to imprisonment. 
Field punishment No. 2 was precisely 
similar, except that the offender could 
not be attached to a fixed object.

MINERS’ STRIKE SPREADING 


Red « Attack Truckload of German Po­ 
lice Patroling Dortmund With Hand 
Grenad es, Wound ed Twenty 
Me»— Rioting Grows. 


Dü sseldorf, May 28*—^Ten are dead 
and ninety wounded as a result of 
thirty-six hours of fighting In Bochum, 
which suspended at 9 o’clock Sunday 
morning, a hen the Communists and 
Syndicalists retired from their posi­ 
tions around the fire brigade quarters 
to assemble in various halls for the 
day’s meeting. 
The Communists are in possession of 
the entire western end of the city of 
Bochum. Sixty of their wounded were 
removed to hospitals. 
A truck load of German police patrol­ 
ing Dortmund was attack ed with hand 
grenades by rioters. 
Twenty were 
wounded. 
At Herne two were k illed and twen­ 
ty wounded in street fights. 


Three Communists Killed . 
Of the dead a{ Bochum three were 
Communists and among the wounded 
are seven citizens and policemen. 
Frenzied speak ers at the meeting 
further stirred up the radicals, urging 
them to attack the Bochum fire sta­ 
tion after nightfall. The fighting prob­ 
ably will be resumed. 
Thirty-one mines and fifteen metal 
work s employing 6,000 In the Bochum 
area are closed by the strik e, and the 
employees in a number of other fac­ 
tories in smaller Industrial centers de­ 
cided to walk out. 
8trike Still Sp read ing . 
The walk out is no longer confined to 
to the Ruhr. About 1,000 left work 
at Rem8cheid, in the British area, and 
dozens of plants in the upper valley 
have been compelled to close. Two 
of the largest mines near Hamm also 
are idle.

Scarcely had the applause from 
those assembled in the great national 
cemetery t or the annual Memorial 
day exercises died away when the 
chief executive coupled with his pray­ 
er the hope that should war again 
come to America “we will not alone 
call to service the youth of the land, 
but we will draft every 
resource, 
every activity, all of wealth, and mak e 
common cause of the nation’s pres­ 
ervation. 
Warning to Profiteers. 
“It will be a more grateful nation 
which consecrates all to a common 
cause, and there will be more to share 
the gratitude bestowed. More, there 
Will be a finer conscience in our war 
commitments and that sublimity of 
spirit which mak es a people invinci­ 
ble.” 
The prayer and the hope were the 
high points In the President’s address, 
delivered at exercises which in their 
Impressiveness and spirit had a sim­ 
ilarity to ceremonies in many parts of 
the land. The President was accom­ 
panied to Arlington by Mrs. Harding. 
Gathered in the marble amphitheater 
were a scattering, of surtlvors of the 
Civil war, hundreds of veterans of the 
war with Spain, and many more of 
those who participated in the World 
war, including their commander-in- 
chief, Gen. Pershing. 
The setting was as impressive as 
the exercises. The anphitheater was 
draped in flags and the hills of Ar­ 
lington under an overcast sk y were in 
the deep green of spring.

Pies made of fruit, a piece one and 
one-half inches; made of creams, me­ 
ringues, one-inch piece, cookies, two 
small; cake, cottage pudding, a piece 
two and one-half by two and one-half ;

It has been found that a 
baked apple equal.s one hundred cal­ 
ories, one orange the same, also half 
of a grapefruit, one-half cupful of 
apple sauce, two or throe prunes with 
two tablespoonfuls of juice, one cup­ 
ful of dry cereal, or one and three- 
fourths or less of the cooked wheat 
or cornmeal, one-fourth of a cupful 
of scrambled egg, two small cooked 
eggs, four thin slices of bacon, one 
slice of French toast, tw’o slices of 
bread, one tablespoonful of sugar, 
one tablespoonful of butter. 
One tablespoonful of butter, one- 
half cupful of milk, one tablespoonful 
of sugar, one-half cupful of cocoa (tea 
and coffee of no food value without 
sugar or cream), all one hundred cal­ 
ories.

ignition or carbon knocking and foul­ 
ing of plugs, giving poor ignition; 
thinning of the oil In the crank case 
whiclt results In poor lubrication, loss 
of compression, loss of power and hard 
starting. 
A mix ture Is lean when it contain** 
too much air and not enough fuel. Too 
lean a mix ture will cause tbe engine 
to misfire when running and Is usually 
accompanieil by a popping sound at 
the ex haust in the carburetor. 
Proceed to adjust the carburetor as 
follows: Turn down needle valve until 
it seats lightly, then open about one 
and one-balf turns.

Chop 
the celery very fine and put it into a 
double boller with two cupfuls of the 
milk, and cook for twenty minutes. 
Strain, return to the boiler and add 
a cream sauce, using the flour, butter 
and one cupful of milk. 
Add season­ 
ings and stir in the cupful of whipped 
cream just at the last. 
Salmon,

two tablespoonfuls of butler, three 
tablespoonfuls of flour, pepper and 
salt to taste. 
Drain the oil from the 
can of salmon, put the fish with a cup­ 
ful of milk on the stove and let It 
cook for a few minutes, 
then

through a sieve. Make a sauce of the 
remainder of the milk and the butter 
and flour, add the salmon puree, stir 
until smooth, thoroughly cooking the 
flour. 
Serve with hot crackers. 
Cream of Chicken and Cauliflower. 
—To two quarts of chicken broth add 
one cupful of boiled rice and one cup­ 
ful of bolled cauliflower which has 
been put through a potato ricer. 
Sea­ 
son well. 
Make a cream sauce, using 
two tablespoqpfuls of butter and flour 
adding a pint of rich milk; cook until 
smooth, then add to the first mixture 
Serve with a few flowerettes of the 
cauliflower for a garnish.

Corn, 56 cents; soy beans, $1.20 a bushel; silag , $4.00; cottonseed meal, 
$50.00; soy bean oil meal $48.00; soy bean straw, $5.00 a ton. Initial cost of 
feeders in lots, $8.85. 
The steers fed soy bean oil meal, made by the old process method and con­ 
taining G.96 per cent fat, did not eat as heartily as the cottonseed meal lot 
and did not make as rapid gains. 
However, a study of the detailed records 
shows that these steers (LOT III) made almost as rapid gains and slightly 
less expensive gains than the cottonseed meal lot up to within one week of the 
close of the feeding period. Six days before the close of the test this lot went 
off feed and lost enough in weight and appearance to materially affect their 
selling price. 
The steers in LOT II, which received ground soy beans, had the poorest 
appetites of any of the cattle on test and any attempt to push the consumption 
of concentrates in that lot up to the level of that in the other lots invariably 
had a tendency to throw the steers off feed. The steers in this lot were very 
laxative throughout the experiment. The cost of gain in the ground soy bean 
lot was slightly less than the cost in other lots. 
When mixed with the grain, threshed soy bean straw made a fairly satis­ 
factory roughage (LOT IV) for lhese large, mature steers. When the soy bean 
straw was fed in a hunk, separately from the concentrates, the steers refuse! 
to eat and scoured badly.—II. P. Rusk, Animal Husbandry department.

PUT ASIDE THE TEMPTATION 


C arb u reter A djustm ent 


Few tractor or automobile owners 
realize that several gallons of fuel will 
be wasted daily If the carburetor is ad­ 
justed for too rich a mixture. 
The 
mixture is never too lean because the 
motor will not run satisfactorily or de­ 
velop its power. There is very seldom 
any adjustment on tractor carburetors 
for changing the amount of air that 
goes In to the carburetor so that tile 
fuel needle valve is the only means 
of making the mixture rich or lean. A 
rich mixture is one in which the pro­ 
portion of gasoline or kerosene ab­ 
normally exceeds the amount of air. 
A rich mixture causes the engine to 
“lope” or run uneven and sluggish, 
and results in the following troubles: 
Overheating, due to slow burning of 
the fu el; excessive waste of fuel; 
formation of carbon which causes pre­ 
ignition or carbon knocking and foul­ 
ing of plugs, giving poor ignition; 
thinning of the oil in the crank case 
which results in poor lubrication, loss 
of compression, loss of power and hard 
starting. 
A mixture Is lean when it contain* 
too much air and not enough fuel. T og 
lean a mixture will cause the engine 
to misfire when running and is usually 
accompanied by a popping sound at 
the exhaust in the carburetor. 
Proceed to adjust the carburetor as 
follows: Turn down needle valve until 
it seats lightly, then open about one 
and one-half turns. Start tile motor, 


advance the spark and allow It to 
warm up thoroughly. If black smoke 
comes from the exhaust turn down 
needle valve a little. When the motor 
has warmed up. close the throttle lever 
about two-thirds and turn down the 
needle valve until the engine begins to 
pop and misfire, then open needle valve 
one-sixteenth of a turn or until the 
popping stops. Now close the throttle 
lever and see if engine will pick up 
to full speed without missing. 
Open 
throttle about half-way and try clos­ 
ing the needle valve a little, if it slows 
down the speed of the engine, open it 
slightly until 
the speed 
picks 
up 
again. 
It is always hest to try clos­ 
ing the needle valve down slightly 
when the engine is under load. 
This 
setting will be correct for all loads 
on the engine. 
In cold weather use 
the choker for starting until the mo­ 
tor warms up, hut if the engine will 
not operate satisfactorily, the needle 
valve can be opened slightly. 
Never 
allow an engine to run at excessive 
speed when not pulling a load.

M anure

The wide popularity which biennial 
sweet clover is gaining as a green ma- j 
mire crop is fully justified and the in- j 
crease in its acreage is one of the im- 
portant steps in improving Illinois 
soils, according to E. E. DeTurk of the j 
soils fertility division at the univer­ 
sity. 
First, since it is a vigorously grow­ 
ing legume, the fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen 
is large. 
Second, 
it 
lias 
an ex te n siv e root system and Is a vig­ 
orous feeder upon the mineral plant 
nutrients of the soil. Another impor­ 
tant advantage is that it is admirably 
adapted as a catch crop. 
Under most 
conditions biennial sweet clover is su­ 
perior to the annual type. 
It is par­ 
ticularly adapted to spring plowing, 
but may also he plowed under in the 
fall. 
It has frequently been observed 
that fall plowing may be followed by 
a renewal of growth in the spring, 
which is rather difficult to eradicate, 
thus the fall-plowed sweet clover may 
become a weed in the following corn 
crop. 
However, by thoroughly disk­ 


ing late in the spring so as to destroy 
all the above-ground growth 
there 
should he no great difficulty here in 
most seasons. 
Where spring plowing is done the 
time at which clover is turned under 
will have a considerable effect upon 
the amount of organic m atter obtained. 
The increase in growth during April 
is quite large, and where turning under 
can he deferred until later in the 
spring, this extra organic matter will 
he added to the soil. 
It is not known 
how much additional nitrogen fixed by 
this crop in the summer and fall 
growth of the preceding season is car­ 
ried over the winter in the roots. This 
surplus is brought up the next spring, 
and thus a portion of the nitrogen con­ 
tained In the tops of the sering crop 
Is of the preceding year’s production. 
There Is undoubtedly some gain in ni­ 
trogen due to the spring growth, but 
the amount has not been determined.

President T. C. H art had only ten 
minutes to talk , but he crammed those 
ten minutes full of educational facts. 
Mr. H art has studied rural condittons 
in the southern part of the United 
States as wrell as in the northern; 
has made a life study of farming and 
rural school comlitions, until his ar­ 
ticles on these subjects are in demand 
among the rural magazines and press. 
He had only the time that evening 
to “hit the high spots,” but he gave

the Chicago Public Health service. 
! These men seconded the Farm Bu- 
! reau’s request ably and the County 
¡commissioners were soon convinced of 
the neetl for the clean-up. 
The only 
I problem that bothered them was how 
¡to mak e an appropriation and do it 
legally for the law provides that ap- 
I propriations for the year be made the 
; first quarter of that year unless they 
I be of an emergency nature such as 
: fire or flood destruction.

Mr. Davison stated that a bill had 


j been introduced into the legislature 
¡allowing County boards to mak e such 
I appropriations and to hire County vet­ 
erinarians for T. B. testing in area 
clean-up work . 
It was stated that 
this bill was lik ely to be pa-« ?ed and 
that it would contain a provision

Tuning and Coupling 
.Vs explaineil in previous articles, 
radio receiving apparatus must be so 
UiljuKted as to be m tune with the 
wave to be receivetl. The alternating 
current produced in tlie receiving cir­ 
cuit will be greater the more nearly 
this circuit responds to the particu­ 
lar freijuency of alternation that the 
wave has. The circuit is adjusted to 
responrl best to the wave by varying 
either of the two elements, the capac­ 
ity or the inductance. 
The process 
of adjusting the capacity or the in­ 
ductance is called tuning. Tuning has 
another object besides getting the 
strongest possible response from the 
wave that it is de.sired to receive, 
and that is to avoid receiving any 
other waves of dilferent frequency or 
wave lengths. 
It has been found 
that this is greatly helped by ad(Ung 
another circuit w hich i.s also tuned in 
the same way as the first circuit. The 
additional circuit also consists of ca­ 
pacity and inductance, and is called 
the secondary circuit. The process by 
which it is connected to the antenna 
circuit is called “coupling.” 
The in­ 
ductance coil of the secondary cir­ 
cuit is simply placed dose to the in­ 
ductance coil of the antenna circuit. 
The magnetic efiect^of the latter coil 
gives rise to a current in the other 
coil. The conclen.ser in the secondary 
circuit is varied until maximum cur­ 
rent is produceil. The amount of this 
current depends also on the position 
of the two coils Aith respect to each 
other. 
The process of coupling may be con- 
siilered as a sort >f straining or filter­ 
ing scheme to tak e in the wave de- 
siretl ami exclu* e others. 
The an­ 
tenna circuit fii'.ei'^ out the wave de­ 
sired to a certain ■ xtent, by the pro­ 
cess of tuning. Tnis is passed on to 
the secondary circuit which filters 
once again, thus refining or purifying 
the recciived wave till further.

, A wire is carefully soldered to the 
tinfoil with an iron which is no warm­ 
er than is absolutely necessary for 
the solder to run. ’ The tinfoil cover­ 
ing is used as the piate in the ordi­ 
nary two element tube.

Tuning and Coupling 
As explained in previous articles, 
radio receiving apparatus must be so 
adjusted as to be in tune with the 
wave to be received.

nent magnet is energized by an ex­ 
ternal source of current, and the dia­ 
phragm is actuated by a coil of wire 
suspended between the pole pieces of 
the iectro-magnet. The actuating cur­ 
rent passes through the suspended 
coil. 
Growth of the Industry 
Old established manufacturers of 
radio apparatus of a little over a 
year ago were wondering how they 
would dispose of their stock. 
Many 
dealers were just making a bare liv­ 
ing at selling radio apparatus. 
Just 
about800,000 radio amateurs scattered 
throughout the United States consti­ 
tuted the field for sales of radio goods 
and apparatus. 
Since then a great change has taken 
place. 
Old apparatus, instrum ents 
manufactured under patents fifteen 
years old, ordinary double slide coil 
crystal sets were becoming immedi­ 
ately popular. 
Now there are more 
than six hundred m anufacturers of 
radio apparatus in the United States. 
It 
is 
impossible 
to 
estim ate 
the 
number of‘dealers. There are almost 
three million fans who have bought 
and installed radio receiving sets. 
These sets receive music and other 
broadcast m atter from some five hun­ 
dred or more broadcasting stations 
in every state in the Union. 
Every 
state but one has one of more sta­ 
tions, and some have as many as 20. 
With the establishment of more 
solid radio regulations, with the ad­ 
vent of fair com petition and intelli­ 
gent manufacture of radio apparatus 
of good design radio will still grow. 
Range of Crystal Set Increased 
with Tube 
Those who are thinking of replac­ 
ing their crystal detector with one of 
the new two element tubes may be 
interested to*know that a very effici­ 
ent one may be made cheaply, as fol­ 
lows: 
Secure an ordinary 3-volt auto 
lamp bulb and stick tinfoil all around 
the outside of the glass tightly with 
liquid glue, taking care to exclude all 
air pockets in the tinfoil between it 
and the glass. 
A wire is carefully soldered to the 
tinfoil with an iron which is no warm­ 
er than is absolutely necessary for 
the solder to run. * The tinfoil cover­ 
ing is used as the plate in the ordi­ 
nary two element tube. 
Even better results can be obtained 
by immersing the globe in a metal 
dish of mercury. The mercury is used 
for the plate.* 
If such an arrangement tube is used 
in place of the ordinary crystal de­ 
tector, much louder signals and also 
an increase in range will result. Two 
ordinary dry cells should be used to 
light the fila m e n t" and the flow of the 
current should be regulated with a 
25 ohm rheostat.
